The opponents of compulsory military 
service have been able to think out no 
better argument for evading a plain duty 
to the State than one on the tu quoque 
principle. “If,” they say, ' 4 man is to 
be compelled to give up his life to the 
service of the State, it is only fair that 
everybody else should be called upon to 
sacrifice his wealth to the same purpose.’ 
The analogy, of course, is far from being 
accurate. Only a very small percentage 
of the men who are compelled to serve 
will give up their lives. At the end of 
the war most of them will return to their 
old manner of living, nothing the worse 
in most cases, and, in a great many cases, 
we venture to say, much the better for 
their experience. But we have not seen 
any suggestion that wealth, once con- 
scribed, is ever to be returned. The most 
that is suggested by the advocates of the 
new confiscation is that the former owners 
of the wealth should be. allowed a sub- 
sistence allowance, calculated on the poor 
law scale, to keep body and soul together. 
Nevertheless, so potent is the influence of 
a catchword that the “Oonseription of 
Wealth ” has been adopted as a policy by 
the new Triple Allianve of Labour. We do
